Following a spirited discu ssion at 
the special bu siness session at the 
Main Street Christian chu rch y ester­ 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, New’ 
Albany won the 19 14 session of the 
Indiana M. E. conference from Madi­ 
son by a v ote of 9 7 to 9 3. 
There is not g enerally mu ch of a 
contest for 
the 
annu al g athering 
a mo ng the cities represented in the 
conference, bu t this 
y ear it 
was 
different. The Trinity chu rch of New 
Albany was the first to ex tend the 
inv itation. The district su perintend­ 
ent, the Rev . W. H. Whitsett, of the 
New Albany district, who is retiring 
this y ear, represented the chu rch in 
asking the conference to come nex t 
y ear. 
The Rev . W. II. Thompson ex tend­ 
ed the inv itation to the conference in 
behalf of the Trinity chu rch in Madi­ 
son and then the ex emplification of 
merits of the two cities beg an. Each 
had its defenders. 
The scenery in 
and abou t Madison was portray ed as 
its one best asset. New Albany was 
represented as the third larg est rail­ 
road center in Indiana, and on this 
based mu ch of its contention for the 
conference. 
The Madison preachers 
said special arrang ements cou ld be 
made for a special 
train 
between 
Madison and Colu mbu s to make con­ 
nections better. 
The Rev . Mr. Thompson of Madison 
said his city had entertained larg er 
bodies that the conference and cited 
the fact that only a few y ears ag o 
2,8 00 soldiers were hosts there at 
the G. A. R. encampment. 
He, the 
Grace and West Madison chu rches, 
as w ell as the other denominations 
wou ld co-operate with Trinity chu rch 
in acting as hosts.

chu rch commission to stu dy the edu ­ 
cational Situ ation had been misinter­ 
preted. 
He stated that the commis­ 
sion wou ld not consider the u nion of 
the three or any two of the Metho­ 
dist colleg es in Indiana, althou g h he 
declared he easily u nderstood how’ 
his remarks mig ht be misu nderstood. 
Bishop Anderson y esterday , before 
ex plaining the requ est of the other 
Indiana conferences, 
told 
of 
the 
u nion of two Methodist colleg es in 
the same town in Ohio. 
He said he 
ex plained the situ ation in Indiana 
was not similar to this one. The 
commission, the Bishop declared, is 
to stu dy the conditions with a v iew 
to bring ing the qu alifications u p to 
the same standard, to articu late the 
stu dies and otherwise improv e 
the 
situ ation.

The Rev . E. Deets Pickett, one of 
the secretaries of the Chu rch Tem­ 
perance Society , spoke at the anni­ 
v ersary of the society last nig ht. He J 
said he represented the society which! 
believ es the Methodist 
chu rch 
can 
kill the liqu or traffic. 
John Wesley 
said it wras amazing that the sale of 
the poison shou ld be leg alized, he de­ 
clared, and taking this stand with 
Wesley , the g eneral conference has 
said the liqu or traffic can not be le­ 
g alized withou t sin. 
“We are facing the proposition,” 
Secretary Pickett said, “of g iv ing u p 
ou r bu siness or killing 
the 
liqu or 
traffic. We can nev er settle the v ice 
qu estion u ntil we ex tract tile liqu or 
from it. 
Neither can we ev er settle 
the race of labor problems u ntil we 
settle the liqu or problem.” 
He said a million are arrested an­ 
nu ally for dru nkeness in the United 
States and asked why 
the 
chu rch 
shou ld not lie ag ainst 
that 
which 
takes so mu ch of its raw material. 
Alcohol makes the white corpu scles 
dru nk, he declared, g erms ru b riot,! 
and it has the same effect on 
the 
g u ardians of the mind and sou l. Be­ 
cau se of the v astness of the liqu or 
bu siness he said, the 
power which 
ov erthrow’s it mu st be v ast. 
The Rev . Mr. Pickett 
said 
tho 
principle of prohibition had w’on its 
case becau se it had been v indicated 
by the cou rts and the people. When 
Cong ress shu ts off its Su nday drinks, 
he declared, we may 
see 
day lig ht 
ahead. 
The secretary said prohibi­ 
tion alone wou ld not solv e the .prob­ 
lem. 
The people know’;what prohi­ 
bition will and will not do, he assert­ 
ed, ev en thou g h the brewers are for­ 
tify ing ag ainst the wav e of 
pu blic 
sentiment by impressing the 
pu blic 
with the declarations that 
beer is 
healthy . 
It is not as nou rishing as 
an eg g , he said, ev en 
thou g h

where he ju st completed serv ing a 
sentence in jail for carry ing con­ 
cealed weapons. 
Stewart was 
mix ed 
u p 
in 
the 
affair there fair w-eek in which 
Clau de Max well, “Alabam,” play ed 
the leading role. 
Stewart helped 
Max well g et away , according to the 
police and it was his rev olv er that 
was fou nd 
on 
Stewart. 
For 
his 
trou ble Stewart paid 
a 
ten day s’ 
v isit to the Shelby cou nty jail and if 
all reports be tru e he has many more 
day s staring him in the face. 
The police in Washing ton C. 
IL, 
hav e wanted Stewart for some time 
on the larceny charg e. 
Yesterday 
Chief Manlov e of Shelby v ille receiv ­ 
ed a letter from the officials there 
asking that they hold him u ntil an 
officer arriv ed. Stewart was already 
on his way here and the police were 
notified. He was located v ery easily 
and Washing ton C. II., officials noti­ 
fied. 
Georg e Dempsey , g iv ing his home 
as Newcastle, came here last nig ht 
from Connersv ille with a life 
size 
packag e; 
fell in the mill race and 
ev entua lly was fined one dollar and 
costs by May or Black. Dempsey lost 
his w ay last nig ht and when fou nd 
was in the mill race u p to his waist. 
He had wandered 
away from the 
pu blic g aze and hit the race near the 
I. & C. power hou se. People in this 
neig hborhood fearing that he w’ou ld 
Continu ed on Pag e 4.

Acco rding to rumo rs he ha d ta lked 
suicide sev era l times

ca use o f despo ndency a nd his dea th 
ca n ha rdly be a cco unted fo r o n the 
theo ry o f simple 
a ccident.

Assemb ly man Lev y o ffered a reso lu 
Ho n o rderin g Garriso n ’s arrest. 
The 
ado p tio n o f the reso lu tio n req u ired 
o n ly a majo rity o f tho se v o tin g if a 
q u o ru m was p resen t, an d n o t sev en ty 
v o tes, which is a majo rity o f the 
150 assemb ly men . Chairman Lev y im 
mediately mo v ed the ado p tio n o f the 
reso lu tio n , which after so me deb ate 
was do n e. 
The sergean t-at-arms o f 
the assemb ly then p ro du ced Garriso n 
b efo re the b ar o f the assemb ly , b u t he 
still refu sed to an swer. 
M ajo rity Leader I^ev y then p resen t 
ed « reso lu tio n directin g the deliv ery 
o f Garriso n in to the han ds o f the sher­ 
iff o f Alb an y co u n ty , who is to keep 
him co n fin ed in the Alb an y co u n ty p en 
iten tiary u n til the final adjo u rn men t 
o f the p resen t sessio n o f the legisla 
tu re, “u n less so o n er discharged b y o r 
der o f the assemb ly ,” which reso lu tio n 
was ado p ted b y a v o te o f 89 to 3 . The 
sergean t-at-arms at o n ce o rdered an 
au to to take Garriso n to the p en iten 
ti ary . 
The assemb ly was in sessio n seek 
in g to add three sectio n s to the arti 
d es o f imp eachmen t, b u t o n ly sev en ty 
fo u r assemb ly men who v o ted fo r im 
p eachmen t were p resen t, while the re 
q u ired n u mb er is sev en ty -six . The two 
n ew articles co v er these two charges 
again st the go v ern o r.

The high co u rt o f imp eachmen t, 
which was o rgan ized y esterday to try 
William Su lzer. to day heard the re 
p o rt o f the co mmittee o n ru les an d 
p ro cedu re, an d b o th sides are p rep ar­ 
in g fo r the lo n g argu m en t as to the 
right to try him, which will p recede 
the takin g o f testimo n y .
